The commission referred to bears date March 3, 1849, is signed by 
the late President Polk, and confers on Brevet 1st Lieutenant Oliver H. 
Perry, the rank of captain by brevet, from March 16, 1848, for “gallant 
and meritorious conduct in the battle of Santa Cruz de Rosales, Mexico.” 

On an examination of the matter I find that the error occurred in the 
original nomination list of brevet promotions, which, contrary to the usual 
practice, was not prepared in the Adjutant-General’s Office, but in the 
War Office. The following is an extract of so much of this list as refers 
to the case under consideration :

Jn the 3d of March, 1849, a general convention of peace, amity, com- 

merce, and navigation between the United States and the Republic of 
Guatemala, by Elijah Hise, the chargé d'affaires of the United States to 
that Republic, on the part of this Government, and by Señor Don Jose 
Mariano Rodriguez, minister for foreign affairs, on the part of the 
Governmentof Guatemala. Thisconvention was approved by the Senate 
on the 24th of September, 1850, and, by a resolution of the 97th of that 
month, that body authorized the ratification of this Government to be 
exchanged for the ratification of the Government of Guatemala at any 
time prior to the 1st of April, 1851. I accordingly ratified the conven- 
tion on the 14th of November, 1850, but there was then no person in 
' this eountry authorized to effect the exchange of ratifications on the 
.part of the Guatemalan Government, and the United States bad no 
diplomatie representative there. When, however, in the summer of 
1851, Mr. J. Bozman Kerr proceeded to Nicaragua as the chargé d'affaires 
of the United States, he was empowered and instructed, when he should 
have concluded the business which it was presumed would not have 
detained him long in Nicaragua, to repair to Guatemala and effect the 
exchange on the part of this Government. Circumstances, however, 
have hitherto prevented him from accomplishing this object. Mean- 
while Senor Don Felipe Molina has been received as chargé d'affaires 
of Guatemala here, and has been empowered to effect the exchange on 
the part of that Government. 

I accordingly recommend that the Senate authorize a further exten- 
sion of the period for exchanging the ratifications, in order that the 
convention may go into operation. It is presumed that if this recom- 
mendation should be adopted, a few weeks from the date of the decision 
of the Senate upon the subject would be necessary to complete the 
preparations for carrying it into effect.

It is presumed that, as the treaty has not been returned to this De- 
partment, the Senate has made no decision in regard to it. 

The necessity for a compact upon that subject between the two Gov- 
ernments, whose territories, being conterminous, afford great facilities 
for wrong-doers in the one to screen themselves from punishment by 
seeking refuge in the other, would at all times be obvious, but at the 
present juncture may be considered as urgent. 

I would consequently suggest that the attention of the Senate be 
respectfully invited to the matter, in order that if the treaty before 
them should be deemed objectionable, another, embodying such amend- 
ments as may be supposed to be necessary, may be proposed to the 
Mexican Government.

(Confidential.] 


To the Senate of the United, States : 


On the 26th ultimo I received a resolution of the Senate, passed in 
executive session, in the following words: 

“Resolved, That the President of the United States be requested to 
inform the Senate (if not in his opinion incompatible with the publie 
interest) whether any convention or compaet has been entered into on 
the part of the United States and the Government of Great Britain 
whereby the two Governments jointly recomménd or advise the Repub- 
lies of Costa Rica and Nicaragua, or either of those Republies, and the 
Mosquito Indians, inhabiting the Mosquito Coast, in Central America, 
on matters affecting their several and respective boundaries, or whereby 
any recommendation or advice is given to either of said Republics or 
said Indiaus respecting the territorial rights thereafter to be enjoyed 
or observed by them respeotively, or in any other manner affecting or 
regulating the relations hereafter to be maintained between said Re- 
publics themselves, or either of them, and the said Indians, concerning 
their territorial boundaries, or other matters thereto appertaining. 

«And if there be any such convention or ¢ mpact, then that the Presi- 
dent be requested to communicate the same, or a copy thereof, to the 
Senate, and to inform the Senate whether the same was made at the 
request or invitation of either of said Republics or of said Indians, or 
with their privity, approbation, or consent. 

“And that the President be further requested to communicate to the 
Senate copies of all correspondence between the Exeeutive and Great 
Britain, or with either of said Republies of Central America, touching 
said convention, and of all the documents connected therewith. 

“And if such convention or compact has been made, that the Presi- 
dent be further requested to inform the Senate whether the same has 
been formally communicated to the respective Governments of Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica and the Mosquito Indians, on the part of the Gov- 
ernments of Great Britain and the United States, and in what form such : 
communications have been made to them, and that he lay before the 
Senate copies of any instructions that have been given to the repre- 
sentatives oragents of the United States at Nicaragua and Costa Rica 
touching such convention and the matters therein contained, with copies 
of like instructions to any naval officer of the United States relating 
to or in any manner concerning the said convention or its communica- 
tion to said Republies or said Indians.” 

On the same day I returned the following answer to that resolntion: 

& I have received and taken into respectful consideration the resolu- 
tion of the Senate of yesterday, adopted in executive session, request- 
ing information in regard to supposed negotiations between the United 
States and Great Britain, and between the United States and the Re- 


i 
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publics of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, respectively. Any information 
which may be in the possession of the Executive on these subjects shall 
in due time be laid before the Senate, but it is apprehended that it would 
not comport with the publie interests to communicate it under existing 
circumstances.” 

Great was my surprise to observe this morning in one of the public 
journals a statement of what purports to be a proposition, jointly signed 
by Her Britannic Majesty’s minister here and the Secretary of State, 
for the adjustment of certain claims to territory between Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica, and the Mosquito Indians. I have caused immediate in- 
quiry to be made into the origiu of this highly improper publieation, 
and shall omit no proper or legal means for bringing it tolight. Whether 
it shall turn out to have been caused by unfaithfulness or breach of 
duty in any officer of this Government, high or low, or by a violation of 
diplomatic confidence. the appropriate remedy will be immediately ap- 
plied, as being due not only to this Government but to other Govern- 
ments. And [ hold this com munication to be especially proper to be 
made immediately by me to the Senate, after what has transpired on 
this subject, that the Senate may be perfectly assured that no informa- 
tion asked by it has been withheld and at the same time permitted to 
be published to the world. 

This publication cannot be considered otherwise than as a breach of 
official duty by some officer of the Government, or a gross violation of 
the confidence necessary always to be reposed in the representatives of 
other nations. An occurrence of this kind cannot but weaken the faith 
so desirable to be preserved between different Governments and to in- 
jure the negotiations now pending, and it merits the severest reproba- 
tion.

The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred the memorial 
f General Charles Gratiot, after a careful consideration thereof, ask 
leave to report: 

That the prayer of the petition is for the expression of the opinion 
‘of the Senate upon the legality of the proceedings in the dismissal of 
the petitioner from the Army of the United States. 

‘The simple expression of such an opinion scarcely seems consistent 
with the duty of the Seuate, or compatible with the public interests, for 
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it would very possibly imply the necessity of ulterior proceedings, no 
contemplated in the petition and which it would be manifestly improp- 
er to originate in this wise or from this committee atall. As far, how- 
ever, as. the committee may be justified in pursuing the course desired 
they will proceed very cheerfully. ; 
“The career of the petitioner in the Army of the United States during 
a long period of nearly forty years is a matter of history, that may 
justly excite the pride and admiration of every American citizen. Brave 
in battle, he presided for a long time with distinguished honor and 
ability at the head of one of the most difficult and arduous bureaux of 
the military department, and has left to the country lasting monuments 
of his skill and science in the construction of various magnificent forti- 
fications, both to exhibit her strength and to ensure her safety. ` 

While thus honorably and usefully employed in the public service 
for so many years, he was constantly confided in by his country, and 
never abused her confidence, in the disbursement of immense sums of 
money, and lived honored and respected by all classes of men, with no 
taint of suspicion attaching to his name. 

With a charáeter so high to sustain him, the charge of malfeasance 
in office should be received with great caution by the people and rigidly 
scrutinized by Congress, and no unjust influences of any nature whatso- 
ever should be permitted to prevail in his case, but if unfortunately 
such influences do obtain ground, then it is obviously the imperative 
duty of Congress to remove them, for no higher duty devolves upon the 
Federal legislature than the protection of the honor of its military offi- 
cum of which it js, necessarily, to a very great extent, the chief cus- 
todian. 

In the attainment of this object, no obstacle whatever should be al. 
lowed to interfere. Wherein legislation is deficient, it should be sup- 
plied and all bars of rules and regulations of the service should be re- 
moved, for nothing can be so dear to the American officer as his honor, 
and nothing should be more assiduously guarded by the American 
people than that, for the honor of the soldiers of the Republic is in no 
small measure the life and spirit of enlightened freedom. With these 
brief general observations, the committee will as briefly revert to the 
case of the petitioner. 

The case of General Charles Gratiot, who was the Chief of the Corps 
of Engineers in the Army of the United States, has been so elaborately 
discussed in every circle, and so fully reported upon to Congress, that 
the history of the whole case is familiar to every one. 

The alleged grievance which constitut2s the cause of his dissatisfaction 
was the summary dismissal of the petitioner from the Army in the year 
1838 by the President of the United States; first, upon the plea that the 
power thus exercised was arbitrary and contrary to the true meaning 
and intent of the act of Congress conveying it, and secondly, that a defal- 
cation in the accounts of the petitioner, which was the cause assigned 
for the removal, did not and never did exist in truth. 

In support of his first plea, the petitioner exhibits a mass of testimony, 
whieh is certainly entitled to be very calmly weighed and measured, 
and amongst the same is the opinion of the general commanding in 
chief upon a parallel ease, than which no authority can be higher. 

In support of the second plea, he denies totally the truth of the charge 
of defalcation, and contends that he is not, and never was, indebted to 
the United States for moneys misused by him, and that a just and legal 
adjustment of his accounts will bring the United States in debt to him; 
that the withholding of the funds upon the demand of the Secretary 
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of War was a measure of self-defense justified by the circumstances of 
the ease, and that he was then, and is now, prepared for an equitable 
settlement, which is his demand and desire. 

It seems to the committee that both of the pleas are reasonable, and 
should receive attention, urged as they are, with the earnestness of 
conscious rectitude, by a gallant soldier, who has acquired a right to be 
heard from the blood he has spilled in battle. 

Further than this the committee regret that they cannot go, as it is 
not in their power to afford an adequate remedy by recommending the 
passage of any law for the relief of the petitioner; and they, therefore, 
ask leave to be discharged from the further consideration of the sub- 
ject. 

The report was read. 

The Senate, by unanimous consent, proceeded to consider the said re- 
port, and, in concurrence therewith, 

Ordered, That the committee be discharged from the further consid- 
eration of the subject. 

On motion by Mr. Badger, 

Ordered, That the injunction of secrecy be removed from the said re 
port and proceedings thereon and the documents submitted therewíth, 
and that they be printed for the use of the Senate.
